became  a member  of  the 
church  Saturday.  “I  used  to  be 
a Christian  Scientist,” 
Valentina  explained.  “Every 
night  on  tour  I would  do  my 
lesson.  People  in  the  group 
asked  me  questions  but  nobody 
hassled  me.” 

“While  we  were  on  tour  a 
couple  of  weeks  ago  a concert 
started  out  badly.  Someone 
decided  we  should  have  another 
prayer  during  intermission.  As 
the  kids  started  to  gather  in  thr 
room  I became  full  of  energy 
and  heard  myself  offer  to  lead 
the  prayer.  I couldn’t  believe 
my  ears.  That  night  I knew  I 
had  to  join  the  Church.” 

“It  was  love  that  drew  me 
in,”  she  said.  > 

ENERGY-lots  of  it-is 
another  prerequisite  for  survival 
in  this  fast-paced  group  that 
t romped  across  Europe  last 
summer  giving  16  scheduled 
concerts  in  26  days,  mostly 
single  performances  in  separate 
cities. 

“It’s  morning?!  But  the  sun 
never  completely  set,”  wrote 
Bruce  Steed  in  his  trip  journal 
following  one  of  the  first  nights 
of  last  summer’s  European 
tour.  But  he  got  used  to  the 
short  nights,  as  did  the  rest  of 
the  choir,  as  members  tried  to 
milk  a few  more  precious 
minutes  out  of  each  day. 

“After  each  concert  it  was 
a difficult  task  to  get  everyone 
on  the  busses  in  time,”  said 
chaperone  Douglas  Tobler. 
‘‘Choir  members  so  enjoyed 
visiting  with  the  people,  bearing 
their  testimonies  in  a friendly 
handshake  and  a smile,  where 
they  were  unable  to  speak  the 
language.” 

“You  would  have  been  proud 
to  see  the  choir  members  use 
their  Portuguese  and  Spanish  in 
Italy,  their  French  in  Belgium 
and  France  and  their  German  in 
Austria,  Germany  and 
Switzerland,”  Tobler 
continued.  ‘‘One  way  or 
another  most  of  them  were 
going  out  of  their  way  to 
communicate  with  people  they 
met.” 

And  communicate  they  did. 
After  three  foreign  tours 
director  Rj.lph  Woodward  feels 
it’s  safe  to  say  that  the  choir’s 
chief  attribute  is  its  missionary 
impact.  For  instance,  the  Italy 
South  Mission  received  more 
than  500  referrals  as  a direct 
result  of  the  choir’s  Rome 
concert;  in  Central  England 
attendance  at  stake  conference 
grew  from  50  to  1,000 
following  a choir  visit;  and  in 
the  city  of  Wrexham,  England, 
the  Church  was  deeded  a

EDITORS  NOTE:  Life  is  not  always 
easy  and  converts  to  the  Church  often 
have  the  most  bitter  tales  to  tell.  Take 
Raina,  whose  name  has  been  changed 
to  protect  her  future.  A Jew  who 
rejected  her  heritage  to  become  an 
active  atheist,  she  went  through  two 
ill-fated  marriages  while  still  a teenager. 
Radical  politics  and  drugs  added  to  her 
dilemma.  Now  over  a year  after  her 
baptism,  Raina,  a student,  has  had  time 
to  season  her  views  with  truth.  Here  is 
her  story  as  told  to  staff  writer.  Dale 
Van  Atta. 

Drugs  were,  a large  part  of  the 
darkness  I knew.  As  far  as  I was 
concerned  before  I was  a member, 
I took  drugs  only  because  it  was 
fun.  But  I noticed  while  I was 
taking  them,  my  attitude  was 
gradually  changing.  Although  I 
loved  my  fellow  man  because  it 
was  the  groovy  thing  to  do,  I 
came  first.  I believed  that  if  you 
didn’t  look  after  yourself,  no  one 
would. 

The  worst  thing  about  this  type 
of  capsule  existence  is  that  there 


are  many  other  vices  into  which 
you  can  fall.  And  the  more  you 
fall,  the  freakier  you  become. 
Sometimes  it  becomes  so  bad  that 
one  cannot  get  high  enough  on 
some  grass  or  LSD.  I had  an  uncle 
who  killed  himself  with  heroin 
and  alcohol.  He  started  with 
marijuana.  Someone  else  I knew 
started  out  on  grass,  and  is  now 
shooting  heroin.  If  he  can’t  get 
that,  he  shoots  up  on  peanut 
butter  and  wine  for  a rush. 

But  don’t  misunderstand.  Grass 
or  hash  alone  is  not  addictive;  it  is 
like  candy.  You  can  taste  one 
kind  and  wonder  what  the  other 
stuff  is  like,  so  you  try  it  and  on  it 
goes.  At  one  time  I took  such  an 
overdose  of  pills  that  I had  to 
have  my  stomach  pumped  out. 
While  1 was  in  the  hospital  on  a 
stretcher,  I was  sure  1 was  dead. 
That  is  how  far  gone  I was. 

The  thing  that  impresses  m^ 
most  now  in  relation  to  those 
experiences  is  the.  alternate 
meaning,  warmth  and  goodness  I 
have  found  in  the  Gospel.  1 feel 
clean;  I feel  worthier  as  a person;  I 
feel  like  I am  out  of  the  darkness 
that  I found  so  confusing  and 
frightening  long  ago.  I am  so 
thankful  for  everything  that  the 
Church  has  taught  me,  so  grateful 
for  the  teachings  of  Christ.  I only 
wish  each  person  on  dope  could 
realize  the  peace  and  love  they  are 
searching  for  is  the  same  peace 
and  love  that  Christ  teaches  us.  I 
can  really  testify  to  you  that  if 
you  are  spiritually  high,  then  you 
have  everything. 

As  for  radical  politics:  Well, 
they  scream  equal  rights  and  civil 
rights  and  human  rights  and  racial 
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rights  and  all  other  rights.  But 
these  rights  are  only  yours 
providing  that  you  comply  with 
the  group  philosophy. 

FOR  EXAMPLE,  one  night 
about  3 a.m.  the  impact  of  my 
decision  to  convert  hit  one  of  my 
very  dear  comrades.  She  walked 
about  12  blocks  in  sub-zero 
weather  and  knee-deep  snow 
hysterically  screaming  that  I was 
crazy,  that  1 had  been 
brainwashed,  that  the  Church  was 
a reactionary,  right-winged, 
money  grasping  organization  that 
was  going  to  make  a fool  of  me. 
Needless  to  say,  she  did  not  value 
my  rights. 

Apart  from  that,  I had  always 
felt  that  our  political  system  and 
life  style  were  corrupt,  that  our 
basic  values  were  so  materialistic 
and  superficial,  and  that  our 
school  systems  were  stifling  our 
minds.  But,  just  because  I have 
joined  the  Church,  these  injustices 
have  not  disappeared.  Now, 
though,  I question  the  way  in 
which  I and  my  former  friends 
tried  to  solve  them. 

For  I noted  that  in  the  radical 
groups,  while  they  demanded  all 
power  to  the  people,  each  singly 
fought  among  the  group  over 
incidental  points  of  ideology. 
Perhaps,  rather  than  attempting  to 
change  the  world,  if  we  busied 
ourselves  with  personal  reform, 
we  would  not  have  the  problems 
that  we  have  now. 

And,  in  the  past,  1 had  accepted 
principles  such  as  birth  control 
and  abortion  as  preventative 
welfare  and  therefore  in  the 
interest  of  the  woman-who 
benefited  least  from  being  a 
mother.  I saw  the  mother  as 
stifled  by  mounds  of  diapers  and 
runny  noses,  never  given  the 
opportunity  to  use  her  mind  or 
her  talents  in  a constructive  way. 
How  perverted! 

N on-members  do  not  realize 
that  they  are  preparing  their 
children  for  godhood.  They  do 
not  realize  the  ingenuity  and 
talent  involved  in  keeping  a really 
happy  cohesive  unit;  nor  do  they 
realize  the  extent  of  Church 
involvement.  I do  not  think  that 
Women’s  Lib  has  anything  to 
offer  a strong  Church  member 
except  an  awareness  of  discontent 
and  of  the  social  problem  that  it 
presents.  While  I do  agree  with 
some  of  their  complaints  such  as 
equal  pay  for  equal  work,  I feel 
that  it  is  an  organization  beat  on 
undermining  family  unity.  The 
true  Gospel  provides  one  with  all 
the  freedom  and  liberating  that 
one  needs  without  the  danger  of 
one  being  part  of  the  radical 
world. 

More  or  less  to  get  away  from 
my  own  home  situation,  1 became 
pregnant  at  sixteen  and  married. 
The  whole  experience  was  really  a 
nightmare  and  when  it  ended,  my 
emotional  stability  was 
non-existent.  At  this  stage  I had 
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no  desire  nor  did  I see  any  reas  f 
to  keep  on  living.

After  filling  a mission  in 
Uruguay,  Huff  returned  to  BYU 
to  complete  his  education.  He  got 
a job  reading  proofs  for  the  Daily 
Universe. 

HE  SOON  WORKED  his  way 
into  a summer  job  with  the 
Associated  Press,  eventually 
becoming  the  writer  for  the  AP  in 
Provo.  This  meant  that  he  was 


Huff  started  out  as  a Daily 

Universe  proofreader, 
responsible  for  all  the  news  of 
national  or  statewide  interest  for 
this  area. 

He  advises  BYU  students  to  put 
a little  effort  into  job-seeking  and 
that  they  will  find  that  they  have 
an  added  advantage. 

‘‘I  used  to  spend  my  Saturday 
nights  at  the  Associated  Press 
Bureau  in  Salt  Lake  City  just 
watching,  never  getting  paid.  I 
learned  the  ropes,  though,  and 


when  the  opening  came,  I was  the 
logical  choice.  I was  already 
partially  trained,”  he  says. 

After  working  only  a few 
months  in  the  domestic  bureau, 
Huff  decided  he  needed  a rest, 
and  took  a vacation  to  New  York. 
While  he  was  there,  he  got  an 
interview  with  the  head  of  World 
Services  at  the  New  York  office. 


“I  WANT  TO  BE  a reporter  in 
Latin  America,”  he  told  the  man. 

The  AP  official  told  Huff  that 
without  foreign  experience  and 
very  little  domestic  experience 
that  there  was  very  little  hope  for 
him  being  sent  abroad.  Besides, 
the  AP  did  not  have  an  office  in 
Brazil  at  that  time. 

“I  didn’t  realize,  at  the  time, 
that  just  being  put  on  the  list  was 
a good  sign,”  he  explained.  “I 
thought  I had  been  turned  down.” 

That  little  extra  effort  pushed 
him  right  up  the  ladder. 

Brazil  was  readying  itself,  in  the 
early  60s,  for  a coup  d’  etat  and  a 
large  military  takeover.  AP  saw 
the  necessity  of  opening  a bureau 
there  in  1964.  Huff  spoke 
Spanish,  which  is  quite  similar  to 
Portuguese.  His  name  was  fresh  in 
the  memory  of  the  head  of  World 
Services.  He  was  hired. 

“IT  IS  EXTREMELY  unusual 
to  be  transferred  from  a domestic 
office  to  a foreign  bureau.  It  is 
even  more  unusual,  1 later 
discovered,  to  do  that  after  only 
two  months  training  in  New  York, 


which  is  all  I ended  up  having,” 

Huff  reported. 

After  struggling  under  grueling, 
pressured  circumstances,  Huff 
became  discouraged  with  wire 
service  reporting.  There  were  only 
three  reporters  in  Brazil  to  do  all 
the  reporting  for  a country  larger 
than  the  contiguous  United 
States. 

“Telephones  down  there  posed 
a real  problem.  They  are  built  like 
tin  cans  connected  with  wire,” 

Huff  recalls.  “We  had  to  hire  one 
boy  to  spend  his  entire  day  just  ln  just  seven  years  Huff  rose 
waiting  tor  a dial  tone.”  from  proofreader  to  Time 

reporter  in  Washington,  D.C. 

AGAIN  HUFF  HAPPENED  to  accepted  the  position  and  worked 
be  there  when  Time  magazine’s  himself  into  the  magazine’s  full 
Brazilian  stringer  quit.

A group  of  BYU  physicists  are 
presently  compiling  information 
on  the  August  sighting  of  the 
most  spectacular  daylight  fireball 
seen  in  years.  The  data  will  be 
published  in  The  Publications  of 
the  Astronomical  Society  of  the 
Pacific. 

On  August  20,  at  approximately 
2:30  p.m.  people  in  a wide  belt 
from  Edmonton,  Alberta,  Canada,

to  Las  Vegas,  Nev.,  saw  the 
sudden  appearance  of  a luminous 
mass  of  light  in  the  sky.  It  first 
appeared  over  southwestern  Utah 
and  continued  directly  north  to 
where  it  was  last  seen  over 
mid-western  Canada. 

With  no  forewarning,  a group  of 


physicists  from  BYU  enjoyed  a 
memorable  experience  in  their 
own  history  annals.  The  group 
was  involved  in  a day  of  fishing  in 
the  high  Uintas.  As  they  were 
photographing  the  surrounding 
scenery,  an  incredibly  bright

of  the  camera.  It  was  by  this  once 
in  a lifetime  chance  that  the  group 
was  able  to  get  what  it  described 
as  an  extremely  good  shot  of  a 
rare  daylight  fireball.  Few  pictures 
have  ever  been  taken  of  this 
particular  phenomenon. 

Within  a short  time,  D Harold 
McNamara  of  the  BYU  Physics 
Department,  and  some  associates 
were  on  their  way  up  to  the  scene. 
By  measuring  angles  they  were 
able  to  determine  that  the  bright 
mass  was  about  one  fourth  of  a 
mile  wide  and  about  one  mile 
long.  Although  it  is  impossible  to 
determine  the  exact  dimensions  of 
the  metallic  or  stony  object 
causing  the  brilliance,  McNamara 
says  it  was  “at  least  several  yards 
across.” 

According  to  McNamara,  a 
“fireball”  is  the  correct  term  for 
an  extremely  bright  meteorite. 
Their  brightness,  he  says,  is 
difficult  to  measure  in  the 
daylight,  but  this  sighting  had  a 
brightness  between  that  of  the 
moon  and  that  of  the  sun.  Good 
photographs  of  such  objects  in 
daylight  are  scarce. 

McNamara  explained  that  “it 
may  have  skipped  out  of  the 
atmosphere  after  it  was  last  seen. 
If  it  landed  anywhere,  it  was 
probably  in  the  far  north,  in  the 
Arctic  region.” 

W ith  its  larger  than  average 
enrollment,  the  BYU  Physics  and 
Astronomy  department  also  finds 
itself  on  top  of  the  field  with 
facilities  that  are  better  than 
average  -at  least  for  a majority  of 
universities.  The  physicists  can 
boast  having  the  largest  telescope, 
associated  with  a university,  in  the 
state  of  Utah. 

“Many  universities  are  not 
fortunate  enough  to  have  the 
equipment  that  we  have  here  on 
campus,”  says  H.  Kimball  Hansen, 
professor  of  astronomy.  “There 


are  some,  of  course,  a couple 
dozen,  that  have  more  exten&K 
programs.” 

Both  masters  and  doctora 
degrees  are  offered  in  th 
program  in  a variety  of  areas 
space  physics  and  astrophysics. 

The  telescope  itself  has  a 
inch  lens.  Most  of  the  equipmei 
used  in  the  astronomy  program 
the  latest,  up-to-date  photometr 
and  spectrographic  types,  explain 
Hansen.  The  telescope 
refractor.  The  lens  on  it  acts  as 
prism  turning  or  bending  rays 
light  as  they  pass  obliquely  fro 
one  medium  into  another 
different  density.

ASBYU  Constitution 


A new  ASBYU  Constitution  has  been 
adopted  with  2,503  students  voting  to 
ratify  the  document. 

According  to  Bill  Fillmore,  ASBYU 
president,  2,116  votes  were  needed  to 
adopt  the  new  constitution,, that  he  and  a 
committee  of  students  have  been  working 
on  for  the  most  of  the  semester. 

“After  only  500  and  some  kids  voted 
Tuesday  I had  some  anxiety,”  said 
Fillmore. 

A total  of  3,132  students  cast  ballots  in 
last  week’s  election  but  444  of  them 
failed  to  operate  the  voting  machine 
properly,  he  said  and  so  their  votes  were 
not  counted  in  the  total  for  and  against 
tally. 

Of  the  2,688  votes  that  were  cast 
properly  93  per  cent  voted  to  adopt  the 
new  document. 

Fillmore  said  the  fact  that  only  about 
13  per  cent  of  the  student  body  took  part 
in  the  elections  revealed  two  things: 

-most  students  don’t  realize  the 
importance  of  the  constitution; 

—most  students  just  assumed  it  would 


pass.  They  didn’t  feel  their  vote  was  that  - ii 
important.

U.S.  may  sign  agreement 


PARIS  (AP)  - Henry  Kissinger 
resumed  negotiations  with  Le  Due  Tho 
today  amid  reports  that  the  United  States 
may  be  preparing  to  sign  a cease-fire 
agreement  without  the  Saigon 
government’s  concurrence. 

The  two  negotiators  met  at  a villa  near 
the  North  Vietnamese  headquarters  in 
suburban  Choisy  le  Roi. 

As  his  car  pulled  up  to  the  villa, 
Kissinger  said  with  a grin  for  the  reporters 
and  photographers  gathered  there:  “I 


For  about  20  minutes  last  night,  Budge

One  witness  described  the  smoke  as 
coming  from  a burning  blanket  near  the 
air  vent  but  others  disputed  this,  saying 
the  burning  material  was  considerably 
smaller  than  a blanket.

In  the  interim,  a special  emissary  from 
President  Nguyen  Van  Thieu  of  South 
Vietnam,  Nguyen  Phu  Due,  visited 
Washington  for  meetings  with  President 
Nixon  and  Kissinger.  Reports  circulated 
in  the  U.S.  capital  that  they  told  Due 
North  Vietnam  would  make  no  more 
concessions,  and  the  U.S.  government 
would  delay  no  longer  in  signing  the 
cease-fire  agreement  Kissinger  and  Tho 
worked  out  in  October. 

Saigon  has  been  insisting  that  any 
agreement  include  a guarantee  that  North 
Vietnam  withdraw  all  its  troops  from  the  _ 
South.  But  North  Vietnamese  officials 
insist  the  document  be  signed  in  its 
original  form. 

Dispatches  from  Saigon  have  indicated 
the  South  Vietnamese  government  may 
now  be  resigned  to  seeing  a cease-fire 
agreement  signed.  Premier  Tran  Thien 
Khiem  has  told  Cabinet  members  and 
high-level  department  heads  to  prepare 
for  this  eventuality. 

The  official  North  Vietnamese 
newspaper  Nhan  Dan  said  Sunday  that 
Vietnam  is  one  country  and  demanded  an 
end  to  U.S.  influence  in  the  South.  It 
accused  the  United  States  of  disregarding 
a pledge  to  respect  the  Vietnamese 
people’s  right  to  self-determination,  and 
called  the  Saigon  government’s  insistence 
on  North  Vietnamese  troop  withdrawals 
insolent.
